In the Commonweatth Parliament the 
Upper House is known as the Senate and the Lower us the House of 
Representatives; in the bicameral States the Upper House is known as the 
Leawlalive Council and the Lower House, in New South Wales, Victoria, and 
Western Ausiralla, as the Legislative Assembly (which is also the name of the 
Queeneland Parliament) and, in South Australia and Tasmania, as the “ouss 
ot Assembly.

The members of (he Parliaments of each State and Territory are elected 
by the people, the franchise extending to Australian citizens who ate at least 
18 years of age and possess certain residential qualifications. For the 
Commonwealth Parliament the qualifications for ihe franchise are Wentical for 
both Houses, extending to Australian citizens who are on the Commonwealth 
roll and who are not less than 18 years of age and British subjects enrolled 
Priar to 26 January 1984,
